MORE BODIES REMOVED 

The work of removing bodies 
continued. The progress was re- 
tarded by the heavy bases that lin- 
gered in the turret. Water was be- 
ing continually played into the 


. stricken turret throughout the aft- 


ernoon. It was poured down the 
powder hoist to the shell deck and 
the powder handling room to pre- 
vent any further explosions by ig- 
nition of the vast stores of pow- 
der below. 

“IT got down to the upper pow- 
der-handling room,” the gunnery 
officer continued. ere, I found 
that the sprinkling system had 
been turned on immediately after 
the explosion by some among the 
imprisoned men. I found 
charge of powder—four bags— 
ready for each car on the hoist. 
The charges for the center gun 
and the left gun were lying on the 
hoisted 

and one or them 
‘were in the immersing tanks. 

charge for the right gun was 2 5

one or two bags and half the pow- 
der for another bag were lying on 
the table, scorched by the flames.” 


SPRINKLER TURNED ON 

The gunnery officer found no 
bodies in this compartment. All 
of its occupants had reached safe- 
ty through the lower compart- 
ments. But before darting down 
the hatehways, somebody had also 
thought quickly enough to turn 
on the sprinkling system, drench- 
ing the powder that lay in the 
path of destruction.

“Men, who entered the turret, 
were extremely daring,” the gun- 
nery officer declared. “I thought 
they were entering that place with 
too much abandon for I had been 


r „ by medical officers to 
tell men to go slow—that there 
must be carbon-monoxide in 


there.” 

Lieutenant-Commander Re in- 
ecke stated he found all of the 
bodies clustered in various groups. 

“It was very evident, even be- 
fore we got in, that several bodies 
were wedged over the flap of the 
overhang. we 
found this to be so. 
bodies in the booth were leaning 
in the same direction—toward the 


left door. It was characteristic 
throughout the turret that the 
men were huddled and clustered 


around the openings. 

“In one case we found four 
men who had managed to squeeze 
themselves into a a pocket 80 
small that we were sure we could 
not get them out without enlare- 
ing the opening. And all of the 
men in the turret who operated 
with telephone headsets on, still 
wore nem when their bodies were 


found.” 

The gunnery officer was asked 
for an opinion of the probable 
cause of the tragedy. His opinion 
was based on information he had 
obtained from Gun Captain Carey, 
captain of the left gun which had 
figured in the second accident. 


OPINION OF CAUSE 


“My first impression was that it 
was caused by a foul bore,” he 
said. “In spite of the fact that 
this was a splendidly drilled and 
well-instructed crew, with an X- 
perienced and most reliable gun 
captain whose duty it is to see if 
the bore is clear. It is a natural 
thing to think that a four bore 
is the answer, because no other 
reason is apparent. However, 
thinking it over, there seems to be 
o many reasons why this should 
be improbable that I have begun 
to weaken on it.” ‘ 

The lieutenant - commander 
stated that powder surveillance 
testa had shown that the index 
of navy smokeless powder, the ex- 
plosive used in the practice, showed 
no signs of deterioration. 

The most valuable information 
ty the court of inquiry, he said 
in conclusion, could be given by 
Chief Turrett Captain F. J. Rynes.

The blast which snuffed out the 
lives of forty-eight officers and 
men of the U.S.. Mississippi on 
the target range Thureday, wrecked 
the athletic supremacy which the 


ill-fated superdreadnaught has 
held over the battle fleet of the na- 
tion and erased the names of many 
of the Navy's greatest athletes 
from future com on. 

While the grief of the fleet con- 
templetes the victims as a whole, 
the shock of the tragedy has been 


tervened since the wisps of smoke 
curled from the telescope open- 
ings of turret No. 2, announcing 
to the rest of the crew that death 
lurked in the steel-bound inclos- 
ure, and the saddened sailors had 
begun to contemplate their losses 
from an athletic standpoint.

HUMANE HEART

Idea of Service to Mankind

CHICAGO, June  13.—Gen. 
Charles Gates Dawes is known to 
the reading public in this coun- 
try and European as a highly suc- 
cessful banker, an organizer of 
. ability, a hard worker, 

and the owner of a peculiar pi 

which he smokes upside down. 
The public also knows he is cap- 
able of forceful language when 
occasion demands and that he has 
the gift of getting men associat- 
ed with him to speed up and give 
their best efforts to whatever 
task is in hand. 

But there are other sides of 
this remarkable man. He has a 
heart as well as a head. He is 
not given entirely to cold caicula- 
tion which means success in mod- 


ern large business. He does his 


part as a citizen in his commu- 
nity and is easily touched by the 
human side of life. 
in 1912, his son, Rufus Fearing 
Dawes, 21 years of age, was 
drowned in Lake Geneva. The 
boy was a junior at Princeton 
University and had been training 
himself to take up the work his 
father was engaged in. With that 
end in view he devoted his vaca- 
tions to hard work, joining en- 
gineering camps in South Dako- 
ta and elsewhere. In the Dakota 
camp every member but young 
Dawes was stricken with malig-

he collapsed. 


SAVINGS FOR CHARITY 

From that summer's earning» 
the boy saved $80 and spent $20 
vf it in Christmas baskets for pour 
families which he delivered him- 
self personally. For several years 
young Dawes was active in the 
¥.M.C.A. teaching a Bible clases 
Another vacation he spent in a 
gas house at Seattle. another with 
a wholesale plumbing firm at $60 
a month. His last vacation was 
spent in the laboratory of the Chi- 
cago Heights Gas Company. Tak- 
ing off the last two weeks for rec- 
reation. he was drowned during a 
storm on Lake Geneva. 

It was in honor of the memory 
of this boy, a replica of himself 
and following closely in his foot- 
steps, that Gen. Dawes erected and 
operates the “Rufus F. Dawes Ho- 
tel for Destitute Men! on the west 
side of the city. There is no char- 
itable atmosphere around the 
aviendid hotel—nothing to remind 

e inmates that they are depend- 
ent upon another's bounty. The 
hotel sprang into popularity the 
night it was opened, January 1. 
1924, and is known from coast to 
coast. Clean, comfortable beds 
may be obtained for 5 and 10 cents 
end excellent meals are served for 
lees than 7 cents each. It ac- 
commodates 600 guests and was so 
successful that General Dawes has 
bullt two others, one — Boston 
and another in Chicago in memory 
of his mother. 


BATH IS REQUIRED 

In these hotels no guest goes to 
bed without first taking a bath. 
In addition a free emplovment bu- 
reau is maintained where about 
2500 jobs are procured 4 
for men who otherwise would be 
unable to get employment, 

These “investments,” as Gen. 
Dawes chooses to call them, repre- 
sent his idea of charity, his meth- 
od of doing something for his 
lees fortunate fellowmen. Gen. 
Dawes does not believe that a man 
who is down and out is materially 
helped by an endowed library or 
a theological college, but he does 
believe that a comfortable bed. 
hearty meals, a sense of security 
and assistance in securing work is 
a real benefit. He believes that his 
system is more practical and help- 
ful than. in merely sigaing a check 
and sending it to some organized 
charity 

The idea of service which Gen. 
Dawes so well typifies runs back 
through his ancestry. It seems to 
have deen a family principle dat- 
ing from William Dawes, first 
American ancestor. who came from 
Sudbury, England, to America in 
1628, and assisted in founding Bos- 
ton and Salem. One of Gen. 
Dawes’s ancestors, known as Wil- 
liam Dawes the Patriot, born in 
1745, rode as a companion of Paul 
Revere in the latter's famouas ride 
to call the patriots to arms. 


TWO ADOPTED CHILDREN

OF COUNTRY CLUB 


CONGRESSMEN TO HAVE THE 
FINEST OF ITS KIND IN 

| THE WORLD 


The Congressional Country Club, 
described by architects as one of 
the most beautiful clubs in the 
world, now is nearing completion 
on the Maryland side of the Po- 
tomac River, just outside of Wash- 
ington. It will be opened with 
ceremony about the middle of this 
month with President Coolidge, 
former President Taft, chief jus- 
tice of the United States Supreme 
Court, all the members of the 
Cabinet, the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, members of 
the Senate and House, officers of 
the Army and Navy and other 
notable personages attending. 

The club was founded especially 
for the use of officials of the gov- 
ernment and members of the 
House and Senate and their fami- 
lies, but In order that it might not 
become a barrier between the pub- 
lic servants and the public it was 
decided to invite as co-members 
professional and business men 
resident in all sections of the 
union. It is thus a meeting ground 
where the Congressmen and others 
ean learn the conditions and sen- 
timents of their particular sec- 
tions. 

The clubhouse, standing upon a 


gentle hill and commanding every 


part of the 400-acre tract, 
adaptation of the 
architecture. The broad terrace is 
supported by  blue-gray stone. 
Above the terrace is an exterior 


of white marble aggregate, While 


red Italian tile forms the roof. 


Across the front of the clubhouse. 


is a magnificent assembly room, 
probably one of the largest club- 
rooms in the world. Along the 
assembly-room is a mezzanine and 
beneath the mezzanine is a prom- 
enade leading to the conservatory. 
The stately main dining-salon is 
supplemented by the grill and 
trophy room, with its open fire- 
2 e, and the building also has a 

plete-equipped gymnasium and 
* owe swimming pool. The sleep- 
ing rooms and suites include a 
“Presidential suite’ that will be 
ready at all times for the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

The golf links occupy about 
300 of the 400 acres, with two 
complete courses of eighteen holes 
each. They were laid out dy 
Devereaux Emmet, golf architect, 
assisted by Lieut.-Col. C. O. Sher- 
rill, military aide to the President. 
Besides golf. provision has been 
made for tennis, archery, trap- 
shooting and other outdoor sports. 
For those fond of riding and hunt- 
ing there is a separate clubhouse 
in one corner o the property 
where there are stables for mounts 
and for the care of a pack of fox 
hounds and, in addition to bridle 
paths, arrangements have been 
made with the owners of adjoin- 
ing property to throw their estates 
open to members of 


Recognizing that members may 
prefer their own bungalows, eighty 
acres near the clubhouse have been 
set aside for this purpose. These 
dwellings will be available at low 
rentals and, because of their con- 
venience to Washington, it is ex- 
pected will be used by many gov- 
ernment officials.

Mr. Percy V. Penny- 
backer, a past presi t and a 
power in the federation, rose from 
her accustomed seat in a box and 
declared herself in favor of a 
study of the motion-picture sftua- 
tion dy the United States Bureau 
of Education. 

“I gm not satisfied with the 
moral tone of motion pictures of 
today and believe they should be 
censored by the government,” Mrs. 
Pennybacker declared 

Immediate censorship by the 
government met with opposition 
from many of the delegates and 
the resolution was voted down. 
The resolution that passed will be 
forwarded to the Bureau of Edu- 
cation with the request that it co- 
operate with the federation in 
making a thorough study of the 
situation. It is pointed out that 
the federation will not take any 
action until a complete investiga- 
tion has been made.

We were war refugees and the 
first thing I saw after we passed 
beyond the Statue of Liberty into 
the land of the free and found 
a hame was the heart-tearing 
sight of my 18-year-old son don- 
ning the American uniform. And 
I knew so well what it meant, but 
I helped him put it on.

Dr. C. E. Grunsky, national 
president of the American Society 
of Engineers, spoke on “The En- 
gineer, His Opportunity and His 
Obligation to Society.“ Dr. Grun- 
sky contrasted the engineer of 200 
years ago and of today. He re- 
called the works of John 
Smeaton, the great English engi- 
neer. Smeaton, he said, was the 
first person to use the term civil 
engineer. 

“It must suffice for me to say 
that the activity of the engineer 
can be traced back as far as there 
is any historic record,“ he said. 
“It matters not to which country 
we turn, to Egypt or Chaldoa, to

Great 
engineers have lived, then, in all 
ages—would that the records of 
more of them were available.“

The only thing comparable to it is the 
conduct of such military legions as were 
assembled in the great war. But, while an 
army moves slowly and intermittently, the 
press is steadily at fever pace. 

To command these reaches and prevent 
the stupendous wastes possible in the com- 
plete journal of today call for great and 
varied ability. And the financial rewards 
are relatively smaller than are bestowed 
upon any other endeavor, considering the 
effort and expense involved.

The abalone has a very beauti- 
ful shell which gleams with a 
mother of pearl iridescence and is 
used to make buttons, jewelry, etc. 

This snail must have salt water 
in which to live, as fresh water 
robs it of its necessary elements. 
After a considerable time spent in 
fresh water the animal dies. 

Amusing stories are told re- 
garding the very sensitive feelers 
which are found on the outer edge 
of the abalone shell. Very de- 
termined poking at the shell may 
continue for some time without 
a sign of movement on the part 
of the abalone. Of the other 
hand, when necessary, its move- 
ments are sO quick as to carry 
it even over rocks by the suction 
of its feelers. 

We are also told that it is al- 
most impossible to see it and that 
it is usually difficult to pry it 
loose from the rocks to which it 
clings. 

When the abalone is taken from 
the shell the alimentary canal 18 
removed and the expert strikes at 
the remaiming portions, so as to 
relax the muscles before the meat 
is dropped in the boiling water.
